We are certain that the little city 
of Sevierville, Tennessee, the home of 
our Bible Training School, entertained 
more preachers than it ever had be- 
fore. Sevierville lies at the foothills of 
the Great Smokies. Its hospitality and 
entertainment of the hundreds of 
bishops that attended the Assembly 
could not have been better. 


BISHOPS’ COUNCIL 

There were over five hundred 
bishops in attendance from over the 
nation and foreign countries. All were 
informally greeting each other as they 
would come in from the various sec- 
tions. Soon the auditorium was well 
filled and the old hymn was sung, 
“What a Friend We Have in Jesus.” 
This chorus of male voices filled the 
place and there were shouts of praises 
to God as His presence came into our 
midst. 


DISCUSSIONS 

There were many timely subjects up 
for discussion, some of them so vital 
that it took hours of deliberation in 
trying to find the true course to fol- 
low. The jewelry question was one of 
grave concern. The bishops felt there 
was a letting-up in the movement on 
the question of wearing jewelry. They 
deliberated until it seemed we could 
go no further. The moderator, Broth- 
er Jernigan, called the Council to 
prayer, he laid his gavel aside, as 
much as to say, “Holy Spirit, let me 
step aside and you take the reins,” 
and truly He did, as our hearts were 
melted together and the Holy Spirit 
spoke and the interpretation that fol- 
lowed was the answer to prayer and 
the matters were definitely settled. 

After this great feast from the Lord, 
the ministers felt the place to begin 
this great move for a deeper sanctifi- 
cation in holy attire was to begin it 
themselves. My, I can see them com- 
ing from all parts of the building with 
their unnecessary jewelry, and when 
it was over there were over one hun- 
dred and twenty articles disposed of.

It was the determination of these 
ministers, with a few exceptions, to 
lift high the doctrine of holiness with 
love and compassion for souls. Long 
will this Bishops’ Council live in the 
memories of those that were there. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

The Assembly was curtailed by gov- 
ernment restrictions, so instead of 
having six or eight thousand, we had 
less than one thousand present. How- 
ever, plans are being made for a wide 
open Assembly next year, so begin 
now to pack your bags, as they will be 
coming ten thousand strong. The As- 
sembly repealed the districting of the 
U. S. and instead of having six Assist- 
ant General Overseers, we have one. 
This office was filled by Rev. H. L. 
Chesser and we feel he will do a great 
work and our prayers are with him. 
Brother Jernigan was re-elected as 
General Overseer. He was of the best 
of spirits during the Assembly and 
did a fine job with the gavel. We be- 
lieve Brother Jernigan and Brother 
Chesser will make a great team. 

Brother R. P. Johnson preached a 
great sermon to the ministers on 
“Duty of Love to God, Duty of Love 
to the Church and Duty of Love to 
the Lost.” This was a rich message 


and our hearts rejoiced as we saw 
Calvary, the call to the ministry, the 
ministers’ consecration, and responsi- 
bility. Brother Godwin preached on 
“Evangelism.” He held his audience 
with his manner and the message was 
enjoyed. 


The mission service was about the 
greatest I have ever witnessed at the 
General Assembly. There were many 
missionaries present from Haiti, Mexi- 
co, Central America, and other places. 
The mission cause was brought nearer 
our hearts and I believe the ministers 
will work harder in behalf of missions 
this year than ever before. 


Now that the Assembly is over and 
most of us are in our fields of labor, 
let us work harder than ever before, 
hand in hand. What I mean by saying 
hand in hand is this: our strength is 
dependent on our unity. Unity is gen- 
erally disrupted by some polished poli- 
tician who has no sense of the value of 
the character, principles, convictions, 
or years of faithful service of others. 
Merit lies in faithful service and ac- 
complishment and not in high-sound- 
ing phrases at the expense of faithful 
servants. So the rest of 1945 and 46 
must be carried forward with one ideal 
and motive—THE SALVATION OF 
SOULS AND NOT THEIR DESTRUC- 
TION.

Priceless manuscripts, books and rit- 
ual treasures of looted Jewish librar- 
ies and congregations in Holland, 
Norway, France, Poland, Russia, 
Greece, Hungary, Germany, and other 
parts of Europe have been discovered 
stored in the crossroads village of 
Hungen, southeast of Giessen and 
northeast of Frankfurt am Main. The 
looting had been done by anti-Semi- 
tic organizations founded by Hitler’s 
intellectual aid, Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, 
_preacher of the doctrine of the Ger- 
manic master race, whose racial per- 
secutions have earned him a high- 
ranking spot among war criminals. 
—Jewish Missionary Magazine.

Church Membership 


The Yearbook of American Church- 
es reports 72,492,669 persons have a 
church membership in the United 
States as comprised in 256 church 
bodies. This is the largest number 
ever reported, the total number of 
members now claimed by these groups 
are equal to 52.5 per cent of the total 
population of the whole U.S. The total 
also represents an increase of 
3,991,483 during the last two years. 
Protestant and Eastern Orthodox de- 
nominations comprise 44,431,784 mem- 
bers; Roman Catholics, 23,419,701; 
while Jews number 4,641,184. There 
are 253,762 local churches reported, 
with an increase of 3,875 over 1943. 

“Thirteen bodies each reported 
more than one million members, with 
a total of 58,767,348 persons, equal to 
82 per cent of the total figure. In ad- 
dition to the Roman Catholic Church, 
the Methodist Church, the Jewish 
congregations, these are: 


“Southern Baptist | Convention, 
5,667,926; National Baptist Conven- 
tion, U.S.A., Inc., 4,021,618; National 
Baptist Convention of America, 2,352,- 
339; Protestaat Episcopal Church, 
2,227,524; Presbyterian Church in the 
US.A., 2,040,399; United Lutheran 
Church in America, 1,690,204, Disci- 
ples of Christ, 1,672,354; Northern 
Baptist Convention, 1,555,914; Luth- 
eran Synod of Missouri, Ohio and oth- 
er states, 1,356,655; Congregational 
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Christian Churches, 1,075,401. 

“Twenty-three Baptist denomi- 
nations have 14,208,193 members, 20 
Methodist denominations have 9,924,- 
842, and 20 Lutheran denominations 
have 5,129,147, according to the 
Yearbook. 

“Between 1931, the year of the first 
compilation of church membership of 
the scope now being made, and the 
period 1943-44, summaries of official 
reports reveal a gain in inclusive 
church membership from 59,797,851 to 
72,492,669, or 12,694,818 persons, an in- 
crease of 21.2 per cent. Over a com- 
parable period, between 1930 and July 
1944, the population of the Continen- 
tul United States increased from 
122,775,046 to 138,100,874, a total gain 
of 15,325,828 or 12.5 per cent, accord- 
ing to Census figures.” 

You will note that none of the 
Church of God, Pentecostal, or other 
holiness groups are mentioned as to 
membership, though these are given 
in the Yearbook.

TEL AVIV—Palestine now numbers 
2,523 physicians, of whom 2,247 are 
Jews, 188 Christians, and 88 Moslems. 
Women comprise 21 per cent of the 
total. 

According to a report submitted to 
a conference here, there were only 
thirty Jewish physicians in the whole 
of Palestine during the first World 
War. The Jewish population then was 
around 50,000. The present Jewish 
Community numbers 600/000.— The 
New Palestine.

Annual Assembly

On August 29, at 9 a. m., the Church 
of God ecumenical Bishops’ Council 
opened in the Church of God Bible 
Training School and College audi- 
torium in Sevierville, Tennessee. Over 
six hundred bishops were in attend- 
ance. The Council’s deliberations 
were most signally attended by the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, resulting 
in vital decisions being reached for 
the Church’s immediate future devel- 
opment. Our proficient and esteemed 
General Overseer, Rev. John C. Jerni- 
gan, was re-elected to the office of 
General Overseer. Rev. H. L. Chesser, 
a man of unquestionable abilities, who 
has served for many years as pastor 
and state overseer, and one year as 
Northwestern District Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseer, was elected to the office 
of Assistant General Overseer. We are 
certain that he will make valuable 
contributions to the Church in this 
office. 

YOUTH 

Among the important issues to come 
before the Council was that of youth. 
Rev. E. L. Simmons, now President 
of our Bible Training School and Col- 
lege, gave a challenging address on our 
responsibility to youth. A committee 
of five was appointed to study the 
needs of our young people as to edu- 
cation, properly supervised recreation, 
and spirituality. Some states, it was 
reported, have already purchased sites 
for youth conferences. It seems ap- 
parent that we shall awaken every- 
where to our illimitable possibilities 
of winning and holding YOUTH for 
CHRIST. 


MEMBERSHIP 
The Council was gratified in the an- 
nouncement that there was an in- 
crease in membership this year of over 
11,000, making a total membership of 
well over 100,000. 


UNITY 
All attendants surely attest to the 
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most glorious manifestations of the 
power of the Spirit, making the Coun- 
cil fill the description of Psalm 133. 

Sunday morning (V-J Day) came 
the official opening of the Assembly. 
The Bishops’ Council, having been 
earlier restricted by the O.D.T. to 
only three hundred fifty bishops and 
no evangelists, had caused the deci- 
sion to be made restricting the As- 
sembly to be only ministerial in its 
attendance. President Truman, having 
officially declared that day to be V-J 
Day, the first message was given by 
Rev. Glyndon Logsdon, state overseer 
of North and South Dakota, paying 
tribute to the flag of our country, 
expressing profound thanks to God 
for victory and directing our hearts 
toward a mighty chorus of prayerful 
thanksgiving. We shall never forget 
that august body of bishops and a 
few laity lifting their hearts and 
hands to God, in inexpressible grati- 
tude for the close of so ghastly a con- 
flict and the triumph of TRUTH AND 
DECENCY! The morning sermon was 
delivered by Rev. R. P. Johnson, on 
“Consecration and Responsibility of 
the Ministry.” This was a monumental 
message, stressing the indispensable 
power of the Spirit of the Lord in the 
dispensing of ministerial duties. 

The afternoon was given wholly to 
a missionary service. Rev. M. P. Cross, 
our efficient Executive Mission Sec- 
retary, was in charge of this session. 
Numbers of missionaries were present 
from various foreign countries and 
islands of the sea. Reports of their 
fruitful work was indeed good news 
from countries afar. Theirereports of 
the ripened harvest fields and the 
great turning of hosts to seek the 
Lord sounded at times like an imagi- 
nary romance, and in the midst of 
these reports there was weeping, 
shouting, laughing, and praying as 
we were made to see as NEVER BE- 
FORE the urgent need of carrying the 
gospel of Christ to ALL the WORLD. 


As the direct results of two of our 
missionaries having recently been sent 
to the Hawaiian Islands, two native 
young ladies had come to our Bible 
School, having begun their studies 
during the summer term. They sang 
some beautiful Hawaiian hymns, ac- 
companying themselves with guitar 
and ukulele, also translating them in- 
to the English language. They also 
gave moving testimonies of their con- 
version and plan to return to their 
own people as soon as possible with 
the blessed gospel story of Jesus.

“But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
whoremongers, and _ sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have their 
part in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone: which is the sec- 
ond death,” Rev. 21:8. 

So you see, friends, “except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
“Come now, let us reason together,” 
saith the Lord, for the Lord cannot 
look on sin, but your soul He loveth. 
Won’t you try Him once? Let the 
great God help bear your troubles. 
Your sins, after repented of, are re- 
membered no more against you, if you 
are honest and they are forgiven by 
our Lord. There is no repentance after 
death. Jesus preached to the spirits 
so they could be judged like we will 
be judged, because these were the 
souls of the people in Noah’s time. It 
is appointed unto man once to die, 
then the judgment. Send your sins 
before you, beloved. Don’t meet them 
in judgment when God shall open the 
books. That day the books will be bal- 
anced, the debts be settled. Become 
sorry for your sins, forsake them, and 
Jesus will save your precious soul. 

God bless you whoever reads this. 
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We find an extreme contrast be- 
tween these two meaning words of the 
adversary; antagonistic they are, for 
victory over the other. The “it” on the 
one hand is everything, and the “it” 
on the other is not everything. We, 
as the children of God, are subject 
to the consequences of the outcome of 
either. We can be in the victorious 
climax of one, with all its glorious 
achievements, or, we can be in the 
decay and ruin, with eternal oblivion, 
in the other. Both are described in the 
Book of God. Christ said, “Upon this 
rock I will build my church, and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against 
IT,” which assertion can mean only 
that this “it” will conquer, notwith- 
standing its many and much oppo- 
sition. It means something else, too, 
in a personal sense of concern. It 
means that Christ is going to have a 
people who will bring this confidential 
expression into being, regardless of 
what you or we do about it, whether 
we do something or not anything. 


It causes me to fear. I want to be 
in the glorious victory march with 
the “IT,” and I know you do, brother. 
God grant that we shall be, and not 
be caught in the decay and ruin of the 
earth. Let us go back and hear the 
first assurance of this one “IT’S” tri- 
umph. “And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel,” 
Gen. 3:15. 

“Enmity” means to hate. We are not 
to compromise with sin and Satan, 
but are to hate both. We find our- 
Selves in an attitude, at times, of 
playing in the hand of Satan’s very 
subtle plans, with innocent thought- 
fulness of acting wisely in an effort, 
seemingly, to do good. But quite the 
contrary reveals itself in the results, 
because we fail to understand the 
deep-rooted meaning and _  conse- 
quences of sin and its author. We can- 
not ever conquer sin in one’s life in 
a compromise mood of cuddling the 
deadly thing even for a moment. When 
we find a deadly snake in our path we 
do not surround its place where coiled 
ready to strike at the next passerby, 
assuming that we will find a better 
stick tomorrow with which to attack. 
No, we at least get something there 
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and then and attack. 

No, brother, we are not talking in 
the terms of taking the goat by the 
horns, as it were, and slaying both 
goat and rider; but we do need to slay 
the goat, and let the rider find him- 
self standing on his feet, on the Rock. 
We are in the attitude of conniving, 
asit, were, at sin, thinking that per- 
adventure we will find a more profit- 
able time and place in which to deal 
with it. Sin doesn’t wait. Sin is con- 
scious of our contemplations of as- 
suming wisdom, and strikes immedi- 
ately. Neither is God going to wait. If 
we fail to grasp the truth of this im- 
portant matter, God will raise up an 
army that will march against Satan 
and sin. We are to hate sin, not cud- 
dle it. Our weapon is the LOVE of 
Christ in our hearts. I wonder if we 
know for certain just what such love 
is. If we are willing to die for Christ’s 


‘cause and put ourselves on the altar, 


such love will come to us. 

Now this enmity between the 
“seeds” has revealed itself all down 
through the dispensations. We find it 
in the contrast of Cain and Abel— 
love on the one hand and sin on the 
other. Abel loved God and feared of 
not pleasing Him, hence he offered 
God the best he had to give. Cain on 
the other hand didn’t take death seri- 
ously and in an indifferent and non- 
chalant manner offered God fruit of 
a cursed earth, a subtle trick of Sa- 
tan’s. But Abel dug in deeper and of- 
fered to God the choice of a flock, 
which was not under the curse. Ah, 
brother, it will be profitable to us to 
dig deeper. 

Again we find the two “seeds” at 
war one against the other in Moses 
and Pharaoh. Satan positively direct- 
ed Pharaoh’s mind against God in all 
his conduct of cruelty on the children 
of Israel. But when they underwent all 
his torments, God raised up Moses to 
deliver them, and the Book says, “For 
he was a goodly seed.” Moses hated 
Satan and sin in the camp of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and dealt with it. And 
God has always raised up a goodly 
seed down through life’s journey, to 
preserve holiness on the earth. There 
are many instances we could mention. 
Another is the likeness of David. As 
Satan directed the mind of Saul to 


destroy the good seed (David), truly 
God was always on the scene to pre- 
serve him. 

But the major performance or the 
first half of the text was carried out 
in the crucifying of Christ. One thing 
Satan did not know at the time he 
dispatched Christ to death, he did not 
know that Christ’s death would open 
up the avenue of escape from sin and 
bring into being the.birth of the 
Church of God, the “it” which is. to 
ultimately conquer Satan, and such 
was the bruising of the head of Satan 
prophesied in the text. But, lest we 
forget, the last clause of the text will 
be fulfilled against us. So yet we find 
ourselves faced with the fact of being 
the heel of prophecy, and will, as it 
were, be bruised in the battle for 
victory and the way of escape. 

In the twelfth chapter of Revela- 
tion we find the man child as the pre- 
vailing and enrapturéd saints, whom 
Satan will attempt to destroy at the 
very last moment. But, thank God, 
“TT” will prevail and go out of this 
sin-covered earth gloriously. “But 
thou shalt bruise his heel.” The “IT” 
in this fulfillment takes on the per- 
sonal pronoun “his,” for there will be 
saints other than the Church (the 
bride) numbered in the rapture. But 
I want to be “IT,” don’t you? Now so 
much for the “IT.” 

In reading the thirteenth verse of 
Matthew five we find, “Ye are the 
salt of the earth: but if the salt have 
lost HIS savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? It is thenceforth good for 
nothing.” 

We were asked one time what the 
name of Lot’s wife was and on not 
being able to produce a name recorded 
of such a person so many times re- 
ferred to for a lesson for others, even 
ourselves, the name “IT” is the best 
we could find, after much study and 
thought. Surely “IT” was a suitable 
name for Lot’s wife since such lack 
of quality for saltiness has been for 
ages applicable to that pillar of salt, 
which is good for nothing (not even 
salty). “It” is good for nothing. 

God help us to be good for at least 
something. We wondered if even the 
grazing cattle on the plains of Sodom 
ever licked at that pillar for savor. 
No, “IT” was good for nothing, the 
Bible says. Hence “IT” simply stood 
there in the same position till finally 
decayed and was destroyed. Oh, 
brother, let us not be in such a state 
of uselessness. Let us not lose our sal- 
tiness. Let us be seasoning to someone.

BLESSED TIMES! 

Brother Archer arrived here the 
Fourth of July for our conventions in 
Haiti. He left Ciudad Trujillo about 
noon and arrived in Port-au-Prince in 
just about three quarters of an hour 
by airplane. By car this is a full day’s 
trip and a very tiring one, but Broth- 
er Archer stepped off the plane re- 
freshed and ready to go into action 
for the Lord. We are having blessed 
times together in the Lord. 

That night we had a fine radio pro- 
gram in French, followed by an im- 
pressive baptismal service of thirty 
who had been chosen out of an in- 
struction class of about one hundred. 
We had assisted in the examination of 
these candidates the week before and 
were happy to present the group to be 
buried with the Lord in His death and 
raised in the power of His resurrected 
life. This was a wonderful way of 
celebrating the Fourth, and will be a 
day to be remembered, not only by 
those thirty, but also by sixteen others 
who at the end of the service gave 
their hearts to the Lord, including one 
family of nine—the mother and eight 
children. 

The baptismal service was very im- 
pressive. The church was packed, the 
aisles completely filled, and the entire 
crowd was very attentive and respect- 
ful. This was the first time many of 
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them had been present at such a 
gospel service. Brother Archer’s greet- 
ings on behalf of the Mission Board 
and the brethren in the United States, 
Mexico, and the Dominican Republic, 
were received with warm applause. 
The work here in Haiti is respected 
and loved by the people and appreciat- 
ed by everyone that comes in contact 
with it. 

Early the next morning Brother 
Archer and I went up to the moun- 
tains following the picturesque road 
to Kenscoff. After a time we came 
upon some brethren with horses wait- 
ing for us on a trail by the roadside. 
We parked the car and rode the horses 
to Fort Jacques. Rounding the las* 
bend in the path, we heard the songs 
of Zion and came in sight of the 
church. These humble people received 
the gospel with open hearts when we 
preached there seven years ago, and 
now this whole mountainside echoes 
with the songs of the redeemed. 

In his message, Brother Archer 
brought out how these people had 
much to be thankful for—their homes, 
those beautiful high mountains, the 
clean, invigorating air, their fruitful 
gardens, and above all these, for hav- 
ing found Jesus Christ as their per- 
sonal Savior and could be there to- 
gether to worship Him according to 
the Bible, the Word of God. We had a 
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blessed time together in the Lord, and 
it was with regret that we parted so 
soon and remounted’ our horses to 
start on the downward trail to the 
much warmer lowlands. But dark 
clouds had begun to gather, and soon 
we were riding in the midst of clouds. 
Thunder and lightning made _ us 
hasten the pace of our mountain 
ponies and, finally, we reached the 
car. Farther down the road we 
noticed the dark clouds all disap- 
peared gradually as they lowered in- 
to the layers of warmer air which ab- 
sorbed all their moisture. This seemed 
to explain what had been happening 
during the last few weeks. Practi- 
cally every evening when we were 
about to leave for church, it seemed 
that a heavy storm was about to burst 
upon us, but we continued, started the 
service, and the people packed the 
church. No rain fell until much later 
at night after we had all returned to 
our homes. 

Friday night, at the Port-au-Prince 
service, we had a real blessed time and 
then the half-hour radio program in 
Creole. Brother Archer spoke that 
evening on the second coming of our 
Lord. Many souls found Jesus as their 
Savior at the altar. Praise the Lord 
for the many Haitians who are being 
prepared to meet Jesus when He 
comes back again for us. 

Bright and early Saturday morning, 
we went to Leogane. Pastor Mathurin 
had started the district convention 
there the night before with an at- 
tendance of four Hundred representa- 
tives from the various stations and 
missions in his charge. Some had come 
so far it had taken them seven and 
eight hours walking over rugged 
mountain paths from missions near 
Jacmel, following river streams and 
roadways and had, finally, arrived at 
Leogane to attend this district con- 
vention and baptismal service. The 
month before, in June, there had been 
so many ready for baptism in this 
most distant mission of Petite Riviere 
near Jacmel, that Pastor Mathurin 
had held a special baptismal service 
for them in which forty new converts 
were baptized. Here in Leogane Broth-

er Mathurin had built a nice little 
basin for the baptismal service which 
saved us a long trip to the ocean where 
we would otherwise have had to bap- 
tize. 

After a singing and exhortation serv- 
ice, we entered directly into the bap- 
tismal service. We baptized fifty-seven 
new converts, and what a glorious time 
we had as we celebrated together this 
testimony of going all the way with 
Jesus. Brother Archer’s message was 
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timely and inspiring on .“The Bap- 
tism of Water and the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost.” While we had this large 
group together, we also gave needful 
instruction regarding the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, taught a number of 
songs out of our new song book called 
the “Revival Echo” or, in French, 
“Echo du Reveil,” and welcomed these 
new members into the church. Sister 
Kluzit, besides interpreting for Broth- 
er Archer, accompanied the singing 
with her much-appreciated accordion. 


Here in Leogane we have always had 
difficulty in finding a suitable lodging 
place for our workers. We had built, 
years ago, in the beginning of the 
work, a mud and lime plaster house 
with a straw roof for the worker in 
charge. But every time we sent a 
worker to live here he became seri- 
ously ill in a short time with malaria 
and would have to leave. Pastor 
Mathurin has recently started the con- 
struction of a house that should cer- 
tainly prove more healthful for the 
workers sent to this very important 
section. In the rainy season, espe- 
cially, is it noted for this unhealthful 
condition. This is a very fruitful plain 
where sugar cane and bananas thrive, 
but since there is so much water there, 
especially in the rainy season when 
the water cannot be drained off fast 
enough, it is infected with malarial 
mosquitoes. The Lord has been very 
good to us in taking care of our work- 
ers in spite of these conditions, and 
the work has gone right on. Pastor 
Mathurin just now is recuperating 
from malaria which he got while at 
Leogane. He is reduced in weight and 
size until he is about half the man 
that he was. But we thank the Lord 
that he is on the road to recovery. 
Regardless of his sickness, he will not 
leave the field, having his heart so 
attached that he stays right on. 


Early in the afternoon we left all 
these dear people, many of whom 
would have that long, long trail ahead 
of them before they reached their 
own homes. We continued on the 
country road to Petit Goave where we 
arrived several hours later. We found 
places prepared for us in the big 
house that the Mission Board had 
purchased as headquarters for this 
district. It is used for the Bible 
School, a day school and the home of 
the district pastor, Brother Remus 
Arbouet. 


We were already quite warm and 
tired, but Brother Archer and I went 


out in a small boat to a little island 
in the bay which was used by the Bi- 
ble School men for “Upper Room Ex- 
periences”—-where they could have 
complete liberty in seeking the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Upon return- 
ing to the Bible School, we found 
everyone in feverish work completing 
the preparations for the presentation 
of the day school students, which is 
usually at the close of the school term. 
About 3 a. m. we were awakened by 
the singing and the praying of a large 
number of our church people who had 
come for the convention, and who had 
been sleeping everywhere about the 
house—on the porches, in the class 
rooms, in the Bible School dormitory, 
under the trees and under the arbors, 
and even in the outside kitchen. Their 
prayers and songs arose like the 
soothing murmuring and rumbling of 
water going over cataracts, and was 
sweet music to our ears. We joined 
them in lifting our own hearts to 
the Lord. 


Later that morning, we were all 
gathered at the beach where we bap- 
tized in the ocean. The big crowd of 
citizens of the city of Petit Goave that 
attended this wonderful service re- 
ceived an indelible testimony from 
these sixty converts who left their 
lives of sin to answer the call of 
Jesus Christ to be His disciples. All 
the visitors gave respectful attention 
to the entire service on the beach. A 
number of the more enterprising ones 
were sitting in their boats anchored 
near us as we baptized. 


That morning at the service follow- 


“ing the baptismal service, the little 


church was completely packed, and the 
arbors in front and in the rear were 
filled with members and representa- 


tives from our various missions of the 
This little church of Petit: 


district. 
Goave, forty-five feet by twenty-two 
feet, is a landmark in the history of 
the development of the Church of 
God mission work in Haiti, for the 
members built it by themselves during 
the time the churches were closed, 
saying, “This is our Ebenezer, for thus 
far hath the Lord helped us!” Every 
member in this little church has re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
except three. 


These are wonderful times of, feast- 
ing upon the Bread of Life when the 
saints come into the conventions to 
join hand, heart, and voice to the 
praise and glory of our Redeemer.

heaven—what a day of rejoicing that 
will be!” The afternoon was given 
to a much-appreciated program at 
the Bible School, presented by the 
eighty-two students of the day school. 
The grammar schools that have been 
established by our churches in thirty- 
five centers throughout Haiti have 
helped to place our church work in 
higher estimation by the Government 
and officials. At the same time they 
are preparing more capable and bet- 
ter-trained preachers for the mission 
fields. 

At the evening service we found 
that all the delegates from the out- 
lying missions had already started 
their homeward journeys and the 
church was filled with people from 
Petit Goave. Stirring messages were 
given by Brother ‘Archer, Sister 
Kluzit, and myself, followed by an 
altar call given by the pastor. About 
fifteen made their decisions for the 
Lord amid the prayers and rejoicing 
of believers in the church. The service 
concluded, we started homeward our- 
Selves toward Port-au-Prince very 
much tired in body, but rejoicing in 
the Spirit. What greater dividends 
can we earn during our short stay up- 
on this earth than seeking the lost 
sheep for the Master? As the Lord 
said he that would save his life must 
lose it, we are certainly happiest here 
when we find ourselves buried in the 
all-absorbing tasks accompanying this 
great revival going on in Haiti. 

We shall write further about the 
other conventions we attended in our 
next letter. Pray for us. May the 
Lord bless you and all the brethren 
giving of your means and spiritual 
help that this great cause for Christ 
in Haiti might prosper.

don’t know it, perhaps someone is 
watching us. “Moses wist not that the 
skin of his face shone,” Exod. 34:29. 
You can’t be ashamed of the Lord Je- 
sus. “With the heart man _ believeth 
unto righteousness, and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salva- 
tion.” That is why you have to con- 
fess the Lord and testify. 

There are some people in the world 
that would like to be right with God 
if they could keep it hid. They don’t 
want any of “that shouting and re- 
joicing.” But, glory to God, I don’t 
want to keep it hid. I never have been 
ashamed of Jesus, and I never will. I 
tell you, friends, all my people knew 
when I found God. I made a special 
trip to tell them about it. But some 
people will get saved and act like they 
are ashamed of it. Jesus said if you 
are ashamed of Him down here He 
will be ashamed of you before His 
Father in heaven. We don’t want that 
to happen, do we? 

I know of some Christians, who be- 
long to the Church of God, who never 
shout or act like they feel the power 
of God at all. Listen, Jesus said, “Ye 
are the salt of the earth: but if the 
salt have lost his savour, wherewith 
shall it be salted? it is thenceforth 
good for nothing but to be cast out to 
be trodden under foot of men.” Do 
you suppose the ones who don’t shout 
have lost their savor and don’t know 
it? Maybe they need to go down to the 


altar and get some fresh salt. The 
world has its eyes on us and it is not 
all in shouting and making a lot of 
noise, either, so we must be careful 
and live right three hundred and 
sixty-five days a year to make sinners 
believe there is anything to holiness. 

The Lord is coming soon and what 
are we doing about it? Are we letting 
our lights shine and telling others 
about God’s love and saving power? or 
are we too busy backsliding and try- 
ing to pray through ourselves that 
we have no time for others, or even if 
we did we would find they didn’t have 
any confidence in us? Jesus said, “I 
am the light of the world: he that 
followeth me shall not walk in dark- 
ness, but shall have the light of life,” 
John 8:12. After the resurrection of 
Jesus, Peter became a radiant person- 
ality. Like Moses, he wist not that his 
face shone. People believed that his 
shadow would do a man good, so they 
brought forth the sick into the streets 
so that the shadow of Peter passing 
by might overshadow some of them. 

It is said that late one night the 
wife of a dying man knocked at the 
door of Henry Drummond’s home. She 
begged him to come to see her hus- 
band at once. “He is not able to speak 
to you or to see you,” she said. “And 
he may not be able to hear you. But 
I would like him to have a breath of 
you about him before he dies.” The 
shadow of Christ had fallen on Henry 
Drummond and through him fell on 
others. :
